NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—After 
five months of study over such 
monosyllables as mig, gug, nug, and 
even the cow’s moo, Court Referee 
John M. Cragen has _ concluded 
that there exists no ultimate au- 
thority on what is a standard En- 
glish word. 

His conclusion ended a suit in 
which Iva Gustave Gillman, partici- 
pant in word contests, sought a $600 
prize which a chemical company 
paid to another contestant. The 
prize was given to the person who, 
in the opinion of the judges, sub- 
mitted the most one-syllable “stand- 
ard English words” that could be 
made from the letters of given ad- 
vertising phrases. Gillman charged 
that the elimination of certain 
words from his list and the accept- 
ance of certain words on the win- 
ning list constituted fraud. 

Referee Cragen found 
wasn't any fraud.

The chairman, Byrne and Alder- 
men Joseph Hasty and Gregory 
Murray voted for a favorable 
report, and Aldermen Joseph 
Schweppe voted against it. 
Schweppe said he could not find 
that the company had any plans as 
to “where to put the gas when it 
gets it here.” Hastey said he fav- 
ored the bill because it might pro- 
vide competition for the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. Aldermen Lietchen 
and Slay were not at the commit- 
tee meeting.

ANNA WARE SAYS 
IN FORMAL PLEA 
BABY IN MUENCH 
HUME (5 HER SON 


Unwed Mother, in Answer, 
Declares Mrs. Muench 
Never Bore Child—Asks 
That Infant That She 
Has Be Produced. 


PLEADINGS TO BE 
ARGUED TUESDAY 


Judge William Dee Becker 
and Two Colleagues on 
Bench Rule That De- 
mand for Baby Is Pre- 
mature at This Stage. 


The entire St. Louis Court of 
Appeals sat for the first time today 
in the celebrated Muench-Ware 
baby case, with Judge William Dee 
Becker presiding, because of his 
familiarity .with the situation, and 
Presiding Judge Jefferson D. Hos- 
tetter and Judge Edward J. Mc- 
Cullen on the bench with him. 

In a brief session, the Court re- 
ceived the answer of Anna Ware, 


unmarried mother, to the return 
already made by Mrs. Nellie Tipton 
Muench, Kelley kidnaping case de- 
fendant, in Anna Ware's habeas 
corpus suit to recover custody of 
her baby son, alleged by her to be 
in Mrs. Muench’s custody. 


Anna Ware’s Answer. 


The 19-year-old Pennsylvania ser- 
vant girl charged in her return that 
the baby boy in the Muench home 
was her son, not Mrs. Muench’s; 
that Mrs. Muench did not give birth 
to a son, as announced by her and 
her husband, Dr. Ludwig OO. 
Muench, on Aug. 18 or any other 
time; that prior to the procurement 
of the Ware baby, the Muenches 
worked through Wilfred Jones, at- 
torney, to procure another infant, 
and that they planned to secure 
this child “and palm it off on the 
public as their own.” 

During today’s proceedings, Fre 
Judges declined specifically to or- 
der the Muenches to produce in 
court the child alleged to be Anna 
Ware's baby, ruling that the plead- 
ings thus far filed had not laid the 
proper groundwork for such an 
order. 

In conclusion of the hearing, the 
Court instructed counsel to be pre- 
pared at 9:30 a. m. Tuesday to ar- 
gue such motions as they may file. 

All the statements of the 
Muenches, included in their answer 
to the habeas corpus suit, in which 
they declared they did not have 
custody of the Ware baby and had 
never had control of the child, were 
denied specifically in Anna Ware's 
return, filed by her elder sister, 
Mary, as next friend. 

Asks for Production of Child. 

Amplifying her plea, contained in 
the habeas corpus suit, Anna Ware 
asked the Court, in her reply, to 
order that Dr. and Mrs. 
Muench “produce before’ this 
court the male child now hav- 
ing its abode in their home; 

“And that on final hearing, peti- 
tioner (Anna Ware) be adjudged 
the mother of said child, and that 
the permanent custody of said child 
be awarded the petitioner, and for 
such other and further orders, judgz- 
ments and decrees as to the Court 
may seem reasonable and just.’ 

It was last May, or prior to that 
time, Anna Ware charged in her 
reply to the Muench response, that 
in furtherance of their plan to get 
a baby, the Muenches commissioned 
Wilfred Jones “to secure such a 
child for them.” 


Child Obtained in July. 


“Respondent Wilfred Jones,” the 
answer continued, “accepted such 
employment and during the month 
of July, 1935, procured for said re- 
spondents, Ludwig O.. Muench and 
Nellie Tipton Muench, his wife, a 
new-born child, which had been 
born in the City Hospital of St. 
Louis, Mo., out of wedlock, to one 
Ustelle Oberg, and perscnally deliv- 
ered said child of said Estelle 
Oberg to the respondents, Ludwig

Monday at Mexico, Mo. 

Dr. Pitzman, member of an old 
and highly respected St. Louis fam- 
ily, and a man of high standing in 
his profession, was one of two 
physicians who signed certificates 
stating that Mrs. Muench recent- 
ly gave birth to a baby. Mrs. 
Muench’s husband, Dr. Ludwig O. 
Muench, reported the baby was 
born at 12:35 a. m., Aug. 18, at the 
Muench home, 4736 Westminster 
place, and he (Dr. Muench) was the 
attending physician. 

Dr. Pitzman Now Doubts Story. 

In an exclusive interview with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, in the pres- 
ence of his brother, Fred Pitzman, 
‘and his attorney and friend, Edward 
| Glion Curtis, Dr. Pitzman recalled 
many circumstances which he said 
| now cause him to doubt that Mrs. 
'Muench bore a child. 
| His most recent advance to Mrs. 
'Muench was $2000 one day last 
week, Dr. Pitzman said in supple- 
‘menting a_ signed statement in 
'which he said he had never made

The statement of Mrs. Winner 
that she had never had in her cus- 
tody the child of Anna Ware, was 
denied, but the truth of her state- 
ment that she does not now have 
custody of the child was admitted. 

Recalling that the Ware baby 
was born in Mrs. Winner’s home, 
Anna Ware charged that Mrs. Win- 
ner “acted in concert wich other 
persons and other’ respondents 
herein in inducing said petitioner 
to come to St. Louis and give birth 
to said child in her home.”

Attorney Paul Dillon, 
representing the Muenches, began 
the proceedings by saying he would 
be prepared Mofiday morning to 
file a motion asking that portions 
of Anna Ware’s answer, not speci- 
fied, be struck out. 

Judge Becker, saying, “let us not 
take that length of time,’ ordered 
the motion filed by 5 p. m. today. 
He gave Shepard R. Evans, coun- 
sel for Wilfred Jones, until 5 p. m. 
Monday to file his motion—since 
Anna Ware has not yet filed her 
answer to Jones’ return—and set 
Tuesday morning as the time for 
arguments on motions. 

Thomas Bond, counsel for Anna 
Ware, then asked for an order di- 
recting the Muenches te bring to 
court the child now in their home, 
This order Judge Becker declined 
to issue, saying the Court did not 
yet have the jurisdiction to make it.

New Jersey Farmer Denies 
Firing at Deputies Who 
Shot His Wife While Try- 
ing to Arrest Him.

—Contradicting the story told by 
a deputy sheriff, John Crempa, 43- 
year-old farmer, told Prosecutor 
Abe J. Davie today that he had 
not fired on deputies in a fight in 
which his wife, Sophie, was shot 
to death yesterday. 

The shooting occurrgd when sev- 
en deputies went to Crempa’s house 
to serve contempt of court papers 
on him for mciesting power lines 
which had been put across his land 
against his will. 

Crempa said his revolver jammed 
when the officers arrived and he 
threw it away. 

He made his 
the prosecutor 
(N. J.) General Hospital, where he 
is under guard, wounded in the 
knee and finger. 

David said Crempa admitted own- 
nership of the revolver, but declarec 
that only one shot was fired from 
it and that into tho air by his 
daughter Camille, who, he said, re- 
trieved the weapon after he had 
discarded it. 

Camille, arrested with her father, 
entered a plea of not guilty today 
when arraigned on a charge of as- 
sault with intent to kill.

of the child when observing Mrs. 
Muench before the reported birth. 


As he explained in his interview 
yesterday, Dr, Pitzman had not in- 
cluded the word “felt” in the orig- 
inal draft of his statement; the 
statement was revised at the 
Muench home and, he explained, 
the word was inadvertently in- 
serted. His statement yesterday 
was intended to correct the erron- 
eous impression that he had exam- 
ined Mrs. Muench. He wished to 
make it clear, he said in the inter- 
view, that he would not be a par- 
ty to a false certificate. 


He had nowhere positively stated 
in his certificate that he had ex- 
amined Mrs, Muench and he had 
intended to confine the statement 
to the conclusion he had reached 
merely from observation of Mrs. 
Muench, not as her physician but 
as a friend who had seen her fre- 
quently in the preceding months, 
always in public places, 


Dr. Pitzman’s Record. 


Dr. Pitzman, who is 52 years old 
and unmarried, is a son of the late 
Julius Pitzman, pioneer civil engi- 
neer and city planner. The elder 
Pitzman died in 1923 at the age of 
86, leaving his family in comfort- 
able circumstances, Marsh Pitzman 


.|made a brillant record as a stu- 


dent at Harvard and graduated in 
medicine at Washington University, 
ranking second in his class. His 
friends know him as an idealist, a 
man of honor. His practice large- 
ly has been devoted to medical re- 
search. He has had very little ex- 
perience in obstetrics. 


Dr. Pitzman asserted he at first 
had been thoroughly convinced Mrs. 
Muench had given birth to a baby, 
basing his conclusions entirely on 
what she told him and on his ob- 
servation of external appearances. 
His faith in her had been firmly 
established in 1932 by the tender- 
ness and devotion with which she 
cared for Carl Auer, a musician, 
who had been taken into the 
Muench home after both Dr. 
Muench and Dr. Pitzman had op- 
erated in successive amputations of 
his legs. 

Dr. Pitzman’s first acquaintance 
with Mrs. Muench was when he 
called at the Muench home in at- 
tendance on Carl Auer. He saw 
her there many times, he said, and 
for many months she treated him 
with the quiet reserve that a cul- 
tured woman shows toward a 
physician making a _ professional 
call in her home, It was only after 
the kidnaping indictment that she 
began to seek financial assistance 
from him, he said. She told him 
the kidnaping charges were false 
and she would be able to clear her- 
self. 


He said he didn't think she could 
be capable of the alleged crime and 
his faith in her was unimpaired. As 
time went on he was deeply moved 
by her distress in her troubles and 
he contfhued to aid her. 

Many Strange Circumstances. 
‘ As he looks back now he recalls 
many strange circumstances in the 


period before and after the report- 


ed birth of Mrs. Muench’s baby 
which he says should have warned 
him against accepting at face value 
all that was told him. 

“T suppose that in my blind faith 
I was just not capable of analyzing 
things,” he said. 
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One of these circumstances which 
seemed strange to him was that 
Mrs. Muench did not go to a hos- 
pital. In her talks with Dr. Pitz- 
man she has said she feared that 


the bearing of her first child at her 
age—43—would be an ordeal that 
she could not survive. He had tried | 
to encourage her and always had 
assumed she would have the best | 
of medical and hospital care. He 
had emphasized the importance of 
going to a hospital. 

Also he thought it strange that 
she did not consult any of the 
physicians he had recommended, 
although she sought his advice, but 
told him from time to time she had 
consulted doctors that he did not 
know. The only explanation she 
gave, he said, for not consulting 
physicians he recommended, was 
that she wished to “keep it quiet” 
about her condition. 

She once told him, he said, that 
she had gone to Indianapolis to 
consult a doctor. 


Strange She Didn't Nurse Baby. 


Another circumstance that seemed 
strange to him was that she did 
not nurse the baby. She had al- 
ways told him she intended to nurse 
her baby; that that was the only 
way to properly care for a baby. 
When he observed a few days after 
the reported birth that the baby 
was on a bottle he reminded her 
that she had said she would nurse 
it. She then explained, he said, 
that “the doctor’ (hame not men- 
tioned) had forbidden her to nurse 
it, saying she was in so nervous a 
state that the milk would not agree 
with the child. For a few days, he 
said, the baby did not do well on 
the bottie and he again suggested 
that she try nursing it, but she gaid 
that was positively forbidden. 

Further, Dr. Pitzman said, he was 
not able to find out who the at- 
tending physician was besides Dr. 
Muench. He said Mrs, Muench told 
him her labor came on so quickly 
she was not able to get the physi- 
cian she intended to have, and 
called another. She told him Dr. 
Muench had been out that evening 
and reached home about the same 
time the other physician arrived. 


Dr. Pitzman also thought it un- 
usual that Mrs. Mayme Hawker 
Meyers should have telephoned him 
on Aug. 18 to inform him of the 
birth of the baby. He had met Mrs. 
Meyers only once and that was 
when he went to her apartment at 
5559 Pershing avenue to meet Mrs. 
Muench. 

As was told in the interview yes- 
terday, Dr. Pitzman went to the 
Meyers home in response to the 
telephone message and he said a 
daughter of Mrs. Meyers, Helen 
Berroyer (sought as a respondent 
in the Anna Ware habeas corpus 
suit) took him to the Muench home 
to see the baby. 

X-Ray Photo Shown to Him. 

One of the evidences on which

to a child was an X-ray photograph 
showing the position of an unborn 
child. This was exhibited to him 
by Mrs. Muench some time before 
the reported birth, but he could not

O. Muench.” He could not recall 
whether the name was on it the 
first time he saw it. 

Dr. Pitzman said Mrs. Muench 
had mentioned the “Price” baby to 
him, but never had told him it was 
in her home. She told him, he said, 
that she had become interested in 
a young woman who had got into 
trouble and had arranged for the 
baby’s care at the Jewish hospital. 


Dubinsky at Muench Home, 

Dr, Pitzman aaid that on one 
occasion after the reported birth of 
the baby, he saw Carl M. Dubin- 
sky, a lawyer, at the Muench home, 
He did not know what he was there 
for. Dubinsky is the attorney for 
his cousin, Mrs. Rebecca Winner, 
the midwife at whose home Anna 
Ware's baby was born, Beth Mrs, 
Winner ara Dubinsky are respond- 
ents in the habeas corpus proceed- 
ings in the Court of “ppeals. 

“I suppose people will think I 
have been a sap,” Dr. Pitzman said:

Five discharged employes of St. 
Louis County Hospital, accompan- 
ied by about 50 supporters, kept the 
County Court in an uproar for al- 
most three hours today, demanding 
that reasons be given for their dis- 
missal and charging that politics 
was interfering with efficiency of 
the institution. 


By dodging, County Counselor 
John Mooney avoided being struck 


one of the five employes uischarged 
by Dr. Edwin Sheahan, superintend- 
ent, who was reinstated Sept. 43. 
Demo- 
crat, called for order and at his di- 
rection, five deputy sheriffs were 
summoned to reinforce the pound- 
ing of the gavel. 

Jules Yore, husband of one of the 
discharged employes, had charged 
that Mooney had directed Dr. Shea- 
han to dismiss Mrs. Yore. Amid a 
chorus of hisses, Mooney took the 
floor, asserted he had nothing to 
do with employment or discharges 
at the hospital, but added that he 
had told Dr. Sheahan he had been 
“disappointed” in Mrs. Yore be- 
cause she had made statements 
about him which were untrue. 


Women Throws Umbrella. 


“You can’t say I said untrue 
things about you,” Mrs. Yore shout- 
ed as she rose from her seat in 
the second row and sent her um- 
brella hurtling toward the counse- 
lor’s desk. 

The other discharged employes 
who were present were Mrs. A. J. 
McCartney, clerk, repiaced yester- 
day by Mrs. Louis M. Dahl, Repub- 
lican Committeewoman of Bon- 
homme Township; Mrs. Mayme Ov- 
erhoff, housekeeper; Miss Bob 
Thurman Linahan, clerk; and An- 
drew T. Sears, investigator. 

Mrs. McCartney said Dr. Sheahan 
had told her that he must discharge 
her because “a deal was on.” She 
referred to the appointment of Mrs. 
Dahl and called attention to the 
fact that Judge Wohlschlaeger, Re- 
publican, who had voted to rein- 
state Dr. Sheahan, held the balance 
of power in questions on which 


Judges Thatcher and Tighe, both 
Democrats, were in disagreement. 
Judge Wohlschlaeger had voted 
with Judge Tighe to remove Dr. 
Sheahan when a grand jury criti- 
cised the administration of the hos- 
pital, while Judge Thatcher opposed 
the superintendent’s removal. 

Thatcher’s Action Denounced. 

Sears took Judge Thatcher to 
task for “voting with a Republi- 
can.” 

Judge Thatcher replied that he 
was opposed to any political consid- 
erations in selection of employes at 
the hospital and that full authority 
was vested in the superintendent. 

“I'll back Dr. Shéahan to the last 
ditch,” Judge Thatcher said. “Dr. 
Sheahan is going to stay.” 

“Dr. Sheahan is going to _ go,” 
Judge Tighe rejoined, but he failed 
to obtain a second to his motion to 
rescind the order reinstating the su- 
perintendent.

NEW YORK, Sept. 27. — T. E. 
Lawrence’s “Seven Pillars of Wis- 
dom,” perhaps the most tragic per- 
sonal record since the war, was pub-| 
lished today. 

Excerpts of the text compiled by 
Lawrence in 1926 in book form be-| 


came familiar to thousands of read- | 


ers as “Revolt in the Desert.” This 
abridgement was published by 
Lawrence at the urging of friends 
to finance a private edition of the 
“Seven Pillars,” the complete rec- 
ord of the stirring British campaign 
in Arabia against the Turks. 

Although Lawrence’s dissatisfac- 
tion with the cause and results of 
the campaign in which he played so 
prominent a part was well known 
before publication of “Seven Pil- 
lars,’ the poignancy of his feeling 
is evidenced in such phrases as' 
these: 

“Next day we moved into Azrak, 
having a great welcome, and boast- 
ing—God forgive us—that we were 
victors—yet hardly one day in 
Arabia passed without a physical 
ache to increase the corroding 
sense of my accessory deceitfulness 
toward the Arabs.” 

And again: “Not that my maimed | 
will now cared a hoot about the’ 
Arab revolt—yet, since the war had 
been a hobby of mine, for custom’s 
sake I would force myself to push 
it through.” 

First Manuscript Lost. 

The manuscript of the “Seven 
Pillars,” mounting to hundreds of 
thousands of words, was lost in 
1919. A second draft was written, 
and a third. All but one page of 
the second text was burned by Law- 
rence in 1922. Eight copies were 
finally printed in 1922, of which 
only five are said to be in exist- 
ence. 

In 1922-26, while the disillusioned 
Lawrence attempted to bury him- 
self in the British Tank and Air 
Corps, he condensed the work and 
had another limited edition printed. 
This was the version. abridged to 
make “Revolt in the Desert.” 

Lawrence permitted “Seven Pil- 
lars” to be published in America to 
protect the copyright, but at $20,000 
a volume to prevent sale. Only 
Lawrence’s death recently, in a

In the end 
I was responsible for its being an 
embarrassment to the inventors.” 

His estimate of the value of his 
delivery of Damascus was high. 
“When Damascus fell,” he wrote, 
“the Eastern War—probably the 
whole war—drew to an end.”

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HOUSE OF LORDS LIKELY

Manslaughter Hearing Would 
Be First Case in Tribunal 
Since 1901. 


LONDON, Sept. 27.—For the first 
time since 1901 an English peer may 
come to trial before a tribunal of 
the House of Lords, with a throne 
and canopy available for the King, 
if the monarch wishes to attend. 
The defendant is Lord de Clifford, 
28 years old, charged with man- 
slaughter as the result of a traffic 
accident that was fatal to Douglas 
George Hopkins, a well-known auto- 
mobile racer. 

Lord de Clifford has been com- 
mitted for trial and according to 
law a peer charged with a felony 
such as manslaughter must be tried 


by the House of Lords, although the | 


pleadings and possible punishment 
are the same as in a commoner’s 
trial. 

House Would Issue Writ. 

The House of Lords will be for- 
mally informed some time in Octo- 
ber, it is expected, that there is an 
indictment against a peer of the 
realm. Unless exception to custom 
is made a writ of certiorari will be 
issued by the House of Lords, it is 
assumed, ordering the trial to take 
place in the House.

do do, sometimes differ consider- 
ably. Coach Conzelman will pre- 
sent a lineup of 11 veterans at the 
start—all juniors and seniors accli- 
mated to “big time” football by 
several games in 1934. So far as 
weight goes, it won't be startlingly 
heavy for the line—the starting line 
will average 191.1 pounds, while the 
backfield will scale per man only 
172.5 pounds. This gives the No. 1 
Bears’ team an average of 184.3 
pounds—big enough pit by no 
means gigantic.

Against this array will be no 
mean rival, for McKendree has 
eight lettermen in its starting com- 
bination. So far as weight goes, 
the Lebanon players will be just 
about as heavy with a line average 
of 189.18 pounds, a backfield aver- 
age of 171.7 pounds and a team 
average of 183.3 pounds—just a 
pound below that of the Bears. 

And, that isn’t the heaviest pos- 
sible McKendree team, either, for 
the starting lineup as given out by 
Lebanon College officials, does not 
include Dudley Klamp, @ lettered 
tackle who tips the beam at a 
mere 260. When he is in action, as 
he will be, the balance of weight- 
power will swing over to McKen- 
dree. 

Perhaps never before in this de- 
cade has there been so much real 
football material at Washington. 
The Bears are well-fixed in reserves 
for every position and it is entirely 
possible that members of Team A 
—known in other colleges as “the 
second team”—may find themselves 
on Team No. 1, or the starting 
team, before the Bears hike to 
Champaign a week from tomorrow 
to give battle to the Tilini.

Pacho Rallies in Last Half. 

In the fifth Pacho’s left hooks 
cut Wallace’s left eye. and from 
then on it seemed that the Mexi- 
can had the better of the argu- 
ment. Both boys were doing a lot 
of holding and clinching up until 
the seventh round when they 
opened up. 

Wallace banged away with left 
jabs and Pacho counted with hard 
rights that seemed to slow up the 
Cleveland boy. In the eighth, 
Pacho slipped over a left to Wal- 
lace’s head that hurt and then Wal- 
lace retaliated by stopping the Mex- 
ican with a left hook. Pacho ral- 
lied with a flurry of rights and lefts 
and going into the last round had 
cut materially into Wallace's lead.

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TIMING DEVICE 
: CHECK INDICATES 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 27. Max 
Baer, knocked out by Joe Louis at 
the Yankee Stadium last Tuesday 
night, apparently was counted out 
through an error in timing. 

Representatives of the B. A. Proc- 
tor, Inc., sound recording labora- 


tories, who timed the fight at their 
establishment with a highly tech- 
nical instrument, said today the 
recording showed the fourth round, 
in which Baer took the count, last- 
ed 9% seconds longer than the cus- 
tomary three minutes. 

The Proctor instrument timed 
the fight from a radio broadcast. 
Two engineers timed the rounds 
with,stop watches and an electric 
telechron clock. 

The engineers figure the fourth 
round should have ended about the 
time the knockdown timekeeper 
reached the count of four on Baer. 

If there was a timing error it 
probably would not have changed 
the result of the fight. However,

AT ETHIOPIAN FESTIVAL 


People Celebrate End of Rainy 
Season Though It May 
Mean War. 


By the Associated Press. 

ADDIS ABABA, Sept. 27.—The 
people of Ethiopia celebrated with 
pomp and rifual today their great 
Maskal festival, marking the end 
of the tropical rainy season—until 
now a natural barrier to war with 
Italy. 

The populace, however, showed 
a realization that the crisis might 
momentarily force Emperor -Haile 
Selassie to give the word for a na- 
tion-wide mobilization. This fee.

erance of the Ethiopians, who re-

Surrounding this cross, or maskal, 
were scores of richly robed bishops 
and priests, carrying crucifixes and 
tinkling bells. 

Chanting Amharic hymns and 
swinging incense burners, priests 
and monks swayed and salaamed, 
like waves of the sea. 

“Tonight, the pile of wooden ar- 
rows will be converted into a gi- 
gantic bonfire, to repregent’ the 
fires on the hills of Calvary to sig- 
nalize the finding of the true 
cross by St. Helena. When the 
embers have died down, devout na- 
tives will rush forward to snatch

Nazis to Organize 


Power Plants 


For Protection and Lower Prices

Minister of Economics Says Private and 


ill Be Incorporated 


Into Nation-Wide System. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAARBRUECKEN, Germany, 
Sept. 27.—Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, 
Nazi Minister of Economics, an- 
nounced today a law would be pro- 
mulgated soon to concentrate Ger- 
many’s entire electric power under 
the supervision of the Ministries of 
Interior and Economics for “protec- 
tive” purposes. 

For “organization of Germany’s 
supply of electricity,” he asserted, 
both privately and municipally 
owned power plants will be incor- 
porated into a nation-wide system. 

“This system must be so skill- 
fully planned that even the failure 
of some important electrical plant 
shall not endanger the necessary 
supply for energies for industries,” 
Schacht told representatives of the 
power industry. 


. Schacht said the new law was 


“not intended as an emergency de- 
cree, but as a permanent regula- 
tion.” 

He denied that the Government 
intended to nationalize private 
property, but said “subordination 
of the entire energy industry under 
the guidance of Government was a 
self-evident necessity.” 

Two reasons were given for the 
coming law—security of the energy 
supply and reasonable prices. 


Schacht said the Government be- 
lieved the scheme would make the 
“prices for electricity cheaper and 
thus support German agriculture 
in its fight for independence. Si- 
multaneously, it would strengthen 
the export efficiency of German in- 
dustries.”

The White House made public 
two executive orders apparently de- 
signed to encourage “voluntary” 
trade agreements, to replace de- 
funct NRA codes. One named Ber- 
ry. The other delegated to the 
Federal Trade Commission’ the 
authority to include labor provi- 
sions in its trade practice agree- 
ments. 

President Roosevelt delegated to 
Berry these function and duties: 

Supervision of conferences “of 
industry, labor and consumers for 
considering the best means of ac- 
celerating industrial recovery, 
eliminating unemployment and 
maintaining business and labor 
standards.” 

Co-ordination of NRA, with the 
duty of reporting to the Presi- 
dent on the hiring, firing and pay 
of employes. 

To receive from the Trade Com- 
mission for submission to the 
President the labor provisions of 
trade practice agreements, 

Berry, an assistant administrator 
of NRA, had been with the Recovery 
Administration since Gen. Hugh 38. 
Johnsen’s days. Formerly he was 
a division administrator with a 
large block of codes under his guid- 
ance. He is president of the Inter- 
national Pressmen’s Union, an 
American Federation of Labor af- 
filiate. 

Berry indicated today that one of 
his tasks would be to find out 
whether industry and workers 
wanted some kind of permanent 
NRA. He said: 

“The National Recovery Act has 
made a very great contribution not 
only to recovery but to the removal 
of the cause of economic distress. 
A permanent institution that will 
prevent the character of cut-throat 
competition, which was largely re- 
sponsible for the depression, is of 
first importarce.... 

“It is my belief that manage- 
ment and employes in all industries 
want a fair trade practice law. 
Perhaps they are more keenly ap- 
preciative of its necessity today 
than they were six months ago.”

Judge Holds Amendment Has Con- 
stricted Power of Courts.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 27.— 
Four petitions for preliminary in- 
junctions to restrain the collection 
of processing taxes under the AAA 
were dismissed by WU.

The judge held that-a recent 
amendment to the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act has taken away the 
equitable power of the Federal 
courts in cases concerning Federal 
taxes.

ECUADORIAN ARMY 
NAMES NEW DICTATOR 


| Federico Paez Chosen Head of

QUITO, Ecuador, Sept. 27.—Feder- 
ico Paez, Minister of Public Works, 
was proclaimed head of a military 
dictatorship last night to take over 
the Government surrendered by 
President Antonio Pons. 


For several hours, high military 
officials had conferred with Presi- 
dent Pons in what was reported to 
have been an attempt to get him 
to reconsider his resignation, but he 
stuck by his announced decision to 
|retire because of opposition by va- 
rious political groups. President 
Pons was placed in the presidency 
last August by the army as a suc- 
cessor to President Jose M. Velasco 
Ibarra. 

After conferring with Pons, mili- 
tary leaders issued a proclamation 
stating that his resignation had 
been accepted and that, because of 
“the abnormal situation,” a anili- 
tary dictatorship was duly estab- 
lished and Congress dismissed. 

Paez is a member of the Liberal-

Two Destroyers in Navy 
Maneuvers and i0 More 
Hurt Seriously. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Sept. 27.—The Japanese 
navy’s grand maneuvers in the 
Northwest Pacific went ahead to- 
day in spite of the loss of 53 of- 
ficers and men in a typhoon yester- 
day. A navy office communique 
said 27 men were swept overboard 
from the destroyer Yugiri, 24 from 
the destroyer Hatsuyuki and one 
from the aircraft carrier Hosho. 


One officer was killed aboard the 
destroyer Mutsuki. 

Eight officers and two. enlisted 
men were injured seriously when 
the destroyer flotilla of the fourth 
fleet continued to plow through rag- 
ing seas east of the main island of 
Honshu yesterday. 

The destroyers were not caught 
unawares by the sudden rise of the 
seas. They chose to carry out the 
program for the annual war games 
in the face of a 78-mile wind. 


Same Storm That Swept Land. 

The storm was the same that rav- 
aged the Northeastern prefectures 
of Japan proper this week. 

The destroyers Hatsuyuki and 
Yugiri were damaged badly by the 
mountainous seas. The destroyer 
Mutsuki suffered less serious dam- 
age, as did the Kikutsuki. 

Admiral Mineo Osumi, Minister 
of the Navy, went to the palace ,to 
inform Emperor Hirohito of the 
disaster. 

The Yugiri and the Hatsuyuki 
are new, 1700-ton vessels, and the 
Kikutsuki and the Mutsuki, older 
destroyers of 1315 tons. 


Naval authorities admitted there | 


was practically no hope that any of 
the men swept overboard had sur- 
vived the mountainous seas, _ al- 
though they were listed officially as 
missing. 
Ships Cruise the Scene. 

Several warships cruised the 
Scene, nevertheless, under better 
weather conditions today, hoping to 
pick up some of the men.

sulted in excessive competition in 
examinations, the commission was 
not in a position to supply imme- 
diately the personnel required ~~ 
the emergency agencies.” 


TREASURY DOUBLES 
WEEKLY BORROWINGS

Additional $50,000,000 
New Securities to Be Of- 
red Each Time. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27. — Con- 
sistent spending above income 
prompted the Treasury to double 
its rate of weekly borrowing yes- 
terday for an indefinite period. In- 
stead of borrowing $50,000,000 a 
week it will borrow $100,000,000. 

The treasury, at the same time, 
denied through Acting Secretary 
Coolidge published statements that 
its advertisements for baby bonds 
were in conflict with the Securities 
Exchange Act. 

Short term treasury bills to the 
extent of $50,000,000 mature each 
week, the treasury borrowing the 
funds for their redemption by is- 
suing new securities, For an indef- 
inite period of weeks, an additional 
$50,000,000 is to be borrowed and 
added to the working cash balance. 

Coolidge in reply to questions 
said the treasury wants to keep its 
working balance at a level that 
would be adequate for any emer- 
gency. 

The cash balance, according to 
yesterday's treasury statement, was 
$1,531,000,000, well above the level 
usually maintained, which Coolidge 
said was $700,000,000 to $1,200,000,- 
000. However, the bulk of the work 
relief cost lies ahead and in addi- 
tion, on Oct. 15, officials expect that 
some $250,000,000 must be expended 
to redeem called Fourth Liberty 
bonds, whose holders choose not to 
exchange them for new securities. 


Kellogg’s Resignation Accepted.

- equal to an 85 per cent grant before; (b) 
Brentwood’s unemployed have never be- 
fore been assured of at least one year’s 
steady employment; (c) Brentwood has 
never before promised both trunk and 
lateral sewers to every home in the city. 
With Government-supervised plans and 
engineers, with Government funds sup- 
plying 85 per cent of the total cost, with 
Brentwood’s dire need of sanitary and 
storm sewers growing day by day, there 
are no legitimate reasons for an intelli- 
gent citizenry to desire the defeat of such 
an issue.

RUSSIA’S BROKEN PLEDGE. 


The Americanism Committee’s report to the Le- 
gion convention recommended that recognition of 
Russia be revoked, “because, contrary to promise, 


|Communistic propaganda in this country had not 


ceased, but increased.” | The proposal was applauded. 
Whether this criticism is literally correct would 
be difficult to prove. The volume of propaganda is 
not easily measured. There can be no doubt, how- 
ever, that Russia has broken, in spirit and letter, 
its official promise. That conclusion can be estab- 
lished by a cursory examination of the record. 

In a letter dated Nov. 16, 1933, Maxim Litvinoff, 
People’s Commissar for Foreign Affairs of the Soviet 
Union, made specific pledges to President Roosevelt 
respecting propagandist activities. Litvinoff promised 
that “coincident with the establishment of diplomat- 
ic relations, it will be the fixed policy of the Gov- 
ernment of the U. S. S. R.: 

To refrain, and to restrain all persons in Gov- 
ernment service anc all organizations of the Gov- 
ernment, or under its direct or indirect control, 
... from any act, overt or covert, liable in any 
way whatsoever to injure the tranquillity, pros- 
perity or security of the whole or any part of the 


United States. ... 
Not to permit the formation or residence on 


its territory of any organization or group... 
which has as its aim the overthrow, or the prep- 
aration for the overthrow of, or the bringing 
about by force a change in, the political or. so- 
cial order of the whole or any part of the United 
States. 

This document became the basis for recognition 
of the Soviet Government by the United States. It 
was, as the lawyers say, the consideration in the 
contract. 

In August, 1935, not quite two years after this 
unequivocal declaration of policy, the Third Inter- 
national Congress, meeting openly in Moscow, passed 
resolutions instructing Communist parties through- 
out the world to strive to bring the working classes 
“closer to the revolutionary assumption of power.” 
The Congress further declared establishment of So- 
viet rule in every country of the world to be its ulti- 
mate aim. Admitting that this ideal is not now 
realizable, it issued instructions to its member Com- 
munist parties to continue preparations for the fu- 
ture, to bend every effort now toward replacing 
present “bourgeois” governments with governments 
of a proletarian united front. 

These two statements of fixed policy are so palpa- 
bly conflicting as to be wholly irreconcilable. One 
of them is the solemn official promise of the Soviet 
Union. The other is the official plan of strategy of 
the Third International, the parent organization of 
the American Communist party and of every other 
national Communist party. 

Secretary of State Hull very properly protested 
against this activity on Russian soil of an organiza- 
tion which is frankly committed to the overthrow, 
either by force or not by force, of the political and 
social order of the United States. Russia, in reply, 
teok Secretary Hull to task for furnishing no bill of 
particulars. It denied that any violation of the ob- 
ligations contained in the Litvinoff note of Nov. 16, 
1933, had occurred. It emphasized that the Soviet 
Union “cannot assume, and never has assumed, any 
obligations as regards the Communist International.” 
That is a quibbling defense. True, the Third In- 
ternational was not. mentioned by name in the 
Litvinoff letter, but the promise of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, in this state paper, was broad enough to 
include it, and did include it, necessarily, in the un- 
derstanding of the Washington Government. It was 
an essential condition, without which recognition 
would not be granted. 

The world knows the Third International; knows 
that its purpose, its very reason for being, is world 
domination. 

The world knows that the leaders of the Third 
International occupy important places in the Soviet 
Government, The world saw governmental dignita- 
ries at the Moscow meeting last month. Stalin him- 
self blessed the deliberations with his Olympian 
presence—the Kremlin’s last Red nod of sanction. 
The world knows that every policy enunciated, 
every wish expressed above a whisper, was officially 
affirmed. 

The world knows there is no free speech in Rus- 
sia, no right of assembly. The world knows that 
when the Third International convenes, the Soviet 
Government is itself in session. When overthrow of 
capitalistic systems or governments is under discus- 
sion, resort to force may be tactfully tempered with 
qualification, but the casuistry deceives nobody. 
Moral suasion isn’t even a deuce in the Communistic 
deck. 

When the Woviet Government attempts to disavow 
the Third International, it attempts to disavow itself. 
It can’t do it. The truth is that Russia has broken 
its solemn pledge to the United States. That, in our 
opinion, does not mean that recognition should be 
withdrawn. It does mean that the friendly rela- 
tions between the two governments are strained.

A CONTRAST IN PENALTIES. 

The headlines tell the story succinctly. Says one 
of an episode at Allentown, Pa.: “Escape Adds to 
Sentence. Gangster Gets 10 to 20 Years for Rob- 
bery, Two for Prison Break.” Another, three weeks 
ago, over a news story from Jefferson City, said: 
“Missouri Law Favors Convict Who Escapes. Su- 
preme Court Holds Habitual Criminal Act Does Not 
Apply to Fugitive Prisoners.” 

The incidents differ in detail, but essentially, they 
show a heavier sentence imposed on a criminal in 
one state because he had escaped from prison, while 
in another, a man who had escaped received special 
leniency. 

The Missouri offender was convicted of a drug- 
store holdup in St. Louis, and received a life term 
as a habitual criminal, because of a previous con- 
viction, in Colorado, for robbery. His counsel con- 
tended on appeal, and the Supreme Court held, that 
he was not a habitual criminal, under the definition 
of the Missouri law—because he had escaped from 
the Colorado prison! 

The wording of the law discloses the loophole un- 
der which this convict was granted a new trial. 
It specifies heavier penalties for all persons who 
commit another crime after leaving prison “either 
upon pardon or upon compliance with the sentence” 
following their first offense. Since prison breaks 
are not specifically enumerated as one of the means 
by which a convict might regain his liberty, the 
court found for the appellant. “It is the court's

It is the height of absurdity for Missouri law to 
say that a recidivist is not a habitual criminal if 
he escapes from prison. In effect, such a statute 
offers a premium for prison breaks. Yet it was no 
new revelation that the Supreme Court made in its 
decision. The loophole in the statute has existed 
for more than 100 years, and the court has made 
two similar rulings in the past. Addition of three 
or four words would have plugged the loophole, but 
the act remained unamended through the years.

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TREES FOR COTTON. 
The wavering of King Cotton's reign in the South 
gives national reforestation an unexpected aid. The 
12-cent “pegged” price for American cotton on the 
world market has seriously curtailed the demand 
for this crop. Restriction of output also has re- 
duced the acreage formerly devoted to cotton. What 
to do with the surplus land? Forestry, it seems, is 
a feasible answer. 
The substitution is profitable, too. The United 
States Forest Service tells of farmers who abandoned 
cotton and tobacco acreage years ago, and found 
their land developing a “volunteer” forest growth. 
And now, it is reported, the income from lumber thus 
bestowed by nature proves greater than the returns 
from the former tilled crops. 
The Forest Service and the National Lumber Man- 
ufacturers’ Association, in a joint statement, urge 
Southern farmers to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity. They point out, on the one hand, the pre- 
carious position of cotton, particularly in the face of 
newly-developed lands in regions where the costs 
of growing are lower, and, on the other hand, the 
rising need for forest development, occasioned by the 
long exploitation of this natural resource. Pine 
grows rapidly in the South, and a neat yearly in- 
come is held possible if forests are developed on a 
sustained yield basis. The situation holds encourage- 
ment, too, for development of a paper industry in 
the South, widely discussed in recent years. 
So, it may be, King Lumber in time will supplant 
King Cotton as the reigning monarch of the South.

ARCOTIC addiction, viewed without 

moral indignation, is a definite disease, 

known to doctors as chronic opium 
poisoning. The agonies attending the lack 
of the drug, often resulting in nervous col- 
lapse and sometimes death, are well known 
to every apprentice nurse. The habitual 
dose of morphia is just as indispensable to 
the addict as food and water: only with his 
accustomed sniff or injection can he ap- 
proach normality. 

As early as 1916, Dr. M. J. Wilbert of the 
United States Public Health Service pointed 
out that “the treatment of drug addiction 
is a psychologic and medical and not a 
criminal or penologic problem.” But as a 
matter of sober law, the condition is still 
considered a punishable vice, self-induced 
and maliciously retained. 

It appears that efforts of the constabulary 
are largely limited to persecuting the victims, 
The procedure is no less preposterous than 
jailing all citizens whose purses have been 
stolen, in the hope that purse-snatchers will 
suffer for lack of customers. 

Under the Oregon statute, for instance, 
addicts must be dealt with “as provided by 
law for the punishment of vagrancy.” In 
California, a narcomaniac may be relieved 
of pain, provided that his addiction is com- 
plicated by serious physical ailments. 

Superimposed upon the conflicting and 
barbarous state laws is the Harrison Nar- 
cotic Act, a Federal revenue measure with a 
moral purpose. By paying a prescribed tax 
and keeping proper records, a physician may 
have the opium derivatives required in his 
legitimate practice. Any doctor who pre- 
scribes solely “for the purpose of providing 
the user with narcotics sufficient to keep 
him comfortable” may be fined and impris- 
oned for his merciful violation of the law. 

- . * 


The narcotic habit may be due to a mul- 
tiplicity of causes, including physical suffer- 
ing, emotional inadequacy, psychopathic pre- 
disposition and pernicious social environ- 
ment; but the cases of medical origin ap- 
pear to be surprisingly few, considering the 
invaluable uses of morphine in the humani- 
ties of ethical practice. Although the first 
few doses may produce a happy intoxica- 
tion, the only euphoria of the confirmed 
addict is the escape of suffering. “He gets 
nothing of pleasure from the narcotic ad- 
ministration,” says Dr. Bishop. 

The usual addiction is for heroin or mor- 
phine. Being both derived from opium, their 
characteristic effect is not criminal aggrres- 
sion but general apathy for all forms of 
exertion, virtuous or mischievous. The col- 
lisions of most morphinists or heroinists 
with the police are due either to the habit 
itself, or to some trivial theft, usually shop- 
lifting, motivated by the need of money to 
procure the next dose. 

It is sometimes argued that the law must 
be cruel to achieve the kindness of forcing 
addicts to submit to treatment. Yet doctors 
have repeatediy testified that ‘most 
cotic users are wiiling to undergo physical 
torture” to rid themselves of the habit. In- 
deed, it should be obvious that no man pre- 
fers to go through life with a daily set of 
expensive crutches if he can maintain his 
balance without them,

When the inducing cause is some painful 
physical disease, withdrawal of the drug is 
neither possible nor sensible. In many other 
cases, the habit is evidence of an abnormal 
nervous system. Hence, the psychic or emo- 
tional factors that produced the original ad- 
diction will continue to operate toward a re- 
turn to the drug. 

The law has made small provision for hos- 
pitalization, although it is generally admit- 
ted that without such restraint, permanent 
recovery is rare. A narcotic farm with a 
capacity of 1400 patients has been opened re- 
cently by the Federal Government at Lex- 
ington, Ky. A similar sanitarium with 100 
beds is provided by California. But no other 
facilities exist anywhere. 

The laws of 17 states contain no provision 
whatever for the commitment of addicts into 
hospitals, public or private. Whether ailing 
or dying, drug-starved or fully dosed, such 
sufferers receive no other legal recognition 
than to be sentenced to jail.

If lawgivers could be induced to make up 
their minds that punitive shillalahs are 
neither civilized nor effective in the cure 
of opium poisoning, the sensible method of 
dealing with the problem would become 
obvious. Indeed, a plan that was both 
practical and humane was demonstrated by 
physicians some years ago. 

Until 1914, most addicts were obtaining 
their supplies through channels more or 
less legal. With the enactment of the Fed- 
eral statute, there came a drug famine. 
Thousands of narcotic users who had previ- 
ously led adjusted lives with the aid of their 
daily medicine were compelled to place 
themselves at the mercy of the police, the 
charitable agencies and the boards of health. 
In some communities, the situation became 
so acute that emergency narcotic clinics 
arose virtually out of pure necessity. 

One of these was created by municipal 
ordinance at Shreveport, La., and continued 
to function until 1921. The officials in 
charge were doctors and nurses. All cases 
of genuine addiction were carefully regis- 
tered for identification. The drug craving 
alone was deemed sufficient reason to supply 
the necessary opiates until more specific 
medication was indicated in each case. In- 
curables were treated for their basic ail- 
ments in order to reduce their accustomed 
dosage. Many were enabled to live in de- 
cency and to support themselves and their 
families. Curables were’ systematically 
nursed in preparation for the ordeal] of drvz 
withdrawal. Every case was given special- 
ized treatment. 

When the narcotic craving had been con- 
trolled, several months of additional care 
were allowed for physical and psychic con- 
valescence. Finally the patient was released 
on probation, and his chances of social re- 
habilitation were studied to prevent relapse. 
The most important result, however, was the 
destructive competition of legaliy avaiiahie 
drugs against the contraband goods 

Whatever the cause of the habit, the fact 
of addiction cannot be both an affliction and 
an iniquity. Ordinary consistency would 
seem to require the repeal of all punitive 
legislation against drug victims. and the 
establishment of clinics and dispensaries.

when the presidential train stops 
for a short time in St. Louis and 
persuade him to approve some plan 
for obtaining at least a technical 
allocation of the $22,500,000 of Fed- 
eral funds. It would be possible, 
they argued, for the city to put up 
$4,000,000 and the Federal Fovern- 
ment $12;000,000 which would meet 
the condition set out in the bond is- 
sue. Ten to twelve millions was the 
sum originally discussed, according 
to members of the delegation, for 
the Federal Government to put up 
for the first year’s construction. 

Members of the St. Louis delega- 
tion left for St. Louis last night. 
With the President, Ickes and Hop- 
kins away they feel there is noth- 
ing they can do here. 


City Fares Badly. 

St. Louis fared badly in the list of 
allotments given out yesterday. A 
proposed slum clearance housing 
project to include a large apart- 
ment for Negroes and another for 
whites, for which the Citizen's Ad- 
visory Committee on housing has 
been obtaining options, was not in- 
cluded in a list of 37 such projects 
approved. 

“All other projects which had 
been under consideration by the 
Housing Division will be suspend- 
ed,” said an announcement accom- 
panying the list of 37 projects, “be- 
cause on this basis of the showing 
made, it would be impossible to get 
work started within such a time as 
would permit completion of the pro- 
gram by approximately Jan. 14, 
1937.” 

Likewise a $4,000,000 housing pro- 
ject for Kansas City failed of ap- 
proval.

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Light and Quick Breads 
And Rolls Need Leaven 


White and Rye Flour Only Can Be Leavened 
With Yeast Due to Presence 
of Gluten. 


“Light bread,” as we call it in 
this country, is wheat bread lea- 
vened with yeast. “Light rolls” 
are made from the same bread mix- 
ture. Only one other grain, rye, 
makes a flour that can be leavened 
with yeast. So “light bread” or 
“veast bread” comes to men, as a 
rule, bread made wholly or partly 
with wheat flour. All other breads, 
except rye, we classify as “quick 
breads,” and make them with other 
kinds of leavening, baking powder, 
sour milk and soda, eggs or just 


air. And often we make them of 
corn meal, of other flours, or va- 
rious flour mixtures. 

Gluten in Flour. 

With wheat flour, yeast and short- 
ening, the bread mixture is an elas- 
tic dough, which can be “raised” 
and baked into a loaf of bread that 
is light and spongy. But as every 
housekeeper knows, you get a very 
different result with other grains. 
The reason is that wheat contains 
the two proteins which, with water, 
develop into “gluten.” We make 
bread with liquid, usually milk or 
water, so there is always gluten in 
a bread made with wheat flour. 
And gluten is the substance which 
gives to wheat bread its character- 
istic texture. 

By itself gluten is stringy, and 
when baked is tough and hard. The 
more you stir the batter or knead 
the dough, the thicker, tougher and 
more.elastic it becomes. With 
leavening, however, the dough 
stretches or “rises.” And th2 short- 
ening in the bread mixture keeps 
ithe gluten from forming strands 
that would make the bread tough. 

Makes Bread Rise. 

Leavening makes bread rise be- 
‘cause it produces gas in the dough. 
With just the right bread mixture, 
and just the right amount of knead- 
ing, the gas bubbles spread all 
through the dough, and expand it 
evenly. The result is a sponge- 
like mass composed of millions of 
little cells filled with gas. The gas 
expands with heat, stretching the 
dough until it is ready to be “set” 
by baking. This gas is carbon 
dioxide, or CO2, as the chemists 
tell us, given off when yeast is 
“working” (or in quick breads when 
baking powder, or soda and sour 
milk, or soda and some other acid, 
are stirred into the liquid and 
flour). N 

Yeast leavens or lightens the 
dough by causing fermentation in 
it. A yeast cake contains the liv- 
ing yeast, which ‘is a fungus, a form 
of plant life. Like any other liv- 
ing thing, yeast needs moisture and 
|food, which it gets in the dough, and 
‘it grows when warmed. So you 
put the dough in a warm place, and 
| fermentation increases as the yeast 
‘cells multiply. But it takes hours, 
‘at least, to get your yeast bread 
ready for the oven, and nowadays, 
with bakers’ bread to be had in any 
'food store, homemade “light bread” 
is getting to be a thing of the past 
vin many homes. 
| Rolls Easy to Make. 

Yeast rolls, however, are not 
hard to make at home, and hot 
fresh rolls are always a treat. To 
have them any day, you can set the 


dough to rise the day before and 
stop the rising at the proper point 
by putting the dough in the refrig- 
erator, or a cold room (never eold 
enough to freeze, of course). You 
can make out your rolls, for that 
matter, and put them in the pan 
into the refrigerator, take them out 
next day, let them rise again (for 
about three-quarters of an hour or 
less), put them in the oven and in 
15 or 20 minutes more have the 
rolis ready to serve. The dough 
can be kept for a week or more, 
with extra ingredients added as 
more rolls are needed. 

To make “quick breads” you use 
a leavening that works faster than 
yeast. Biscuits and muffins or waf- 
fles are made with sour milk and 
soda, or with baking powder, which 
is a combination of acid and soda. 
These leavenings will ‘fizz’ in the 
bread mixtures at once and make 
the dough or the batter rise prompt- 
ly. 

Steam and Air Leaven. 

Steam and air also can be made 
to serve as leavening. Popovers 
are raised with steam, sponge cake 
with air. In both these cases, how- 
ever, you need the help of eggs. The 
popover batter is verythin, so thin 
that if it were made only of flour 
and milk, or flour and water, the 
gluten would be spread out so thin 
it would not stretch enough to make 
the popover shell. But with eggs 
in the batter the egg protein, which 
also “sets” when heated, reinforces 
the gluten in the batter. When you 
pour the batter into deep muffin 
pans and put it into a hot oven, 
the heat causes steam to form in 
the batter and expand it until it 
“pops over” the edge of the pan. 
Then you lower the heat and bake 
slowly until the gluten and egg 
proteins in the batter are “set” and 
the shell is crisp and brown. 

Thanks to gluten, then, we may 
have light breads and cakes and a 
variety of them if we know how to 
manage the gluten, and especially 
if we know just how much to stir 
the batter or knead the -dough. 
Gluten develops with stirring or 
kneading, and makes the batter 
thicker, the dough stiffer. To have 
wheat muffins free of “tunnels” 
and peaks, don’t stir the batter any 
more than necessary just to dampen 
all the ingredients, for you don’t 
want to develop the gluten much. 
Biscuits, however, should be knead- 
ed a little—unless, of course, you 
want deep biscuits, which are made 
of dough too thin to knead, and 
which bake with a muffinlike text- 
ure. For a rolled biscuit, a little 
kneading (a dozen to 15 strokes or 
so) gives a flakey texture and a 
biscuit that is fairly tall. With less 
kneading than this, the biscuit 
spreads, is flatter and more like the 
drop-biscuit in texture. Too much 
kneading makes the texture close 
and tough—unless you want to go 
farther and make beaten biscuit.

Fat Should Be Left. 

Lean meats of any kind may be 
eaten once or twice a day. Lean 
beef roast, broiled loin steak, roast 
veal, broiled or roasted lamb, liver, 
kidney, sweet breads, heart or 
tongue, or roast chicken may be 
used without fear of adding pounds. 

Leave the fat of meat, the fat 
cuts like pork chops, salt pork, 
ham or fat beef to the individual 
who needs not worry about weight 
increases. Remember, too, that 
gravy, fats used in frying, sauces 
and crumbs are fattening foods 
and should not be added to the 


meat when cooked for low calorie 
| diets. 

| SBroiling, roasting and stewing are 
the best methods of preparing these 
Suggested cuts. Roast veal, broiled 
steaks or ground beef patties, 
grilled liver or hoiled tongue are 
excellent for flavor and add none 
of the extra fat or flour which 
brings up the calorie value. 

Besides the essential protein food, 
each day’s menu should include 
plenty of bulky vegetables, fresh 
fruits, whole milk and a little but- 
ter. 

Here are some meat dishes that 
will not add extra weight: 

Roast Leg of Veal. 
(With asparagus.) 

Place a leg roast of veal fat side 
up, in an open roasting pan. Add 
one teaspoon salt to each pound of 
meat and place in a 300-degree F. 
oven. Let roast for 25-30 minutes 
to the pound. Remove to hot plat- 
ter and garnish with asparagus

Braised Liver and Vegetables.

Re- 
move skin and slice in even 44-inch 
slices.

Tenderness Varies. 

If you've observed closely you'll 
know that the tenderness of round 
steak varies considerably. This is 
easily explained by the knowledge 
of muscle structure in the cut. 
Those muscles coming at the end 
nearest the bone and on the out- 
side of the leg are called “top 
round,” and are tenderer than the 
lower half of the cut, called the 
“bottom round.” Some markets 
now divide the round into these two 
parts, selling the top round and bot- 
tom round separately. 

Top round from young animals is 
tender enough to be broiled like a 
sirloin steak. The bottom round is 
less tender and needs braising for 
best results. Swiss steak is the 
most popular variety of braised 
round steak, but there are other in- 
teresting variations.

Dill rolls are easy to do and dif- 
ferent in flavor from the_ usual 
round steak dish. The steak is cut 
thin, rolled around a finger slice of 
dill pickle and wrapped in bacon.

Flank, neck or chuck are all 
good choices because they are 
meaty and well flavored and will 
cut into even pieces. Besides, they 
are all economy cuts. Don’t cut 
your stew meat into ragged bits— 
but into even 1% or 2 inch cubes 
for individual servings. Roll them 
well in flour if you want a rich 
brown stew and brown the meat 
thoroughly in some meat drippings 
or fresh lard. It’s this initial step 
which guarantees the rich flavor, 
the perfect color of your beef stew. 
If by some off chance the gravy 
isn’t brown enough to please you, 
add a bouillon cube or two. 

The second important step in a 
perfect stew is the slow, gentle 
cooking. Rapidly cooked stew be- 
comes stringy and tasteless. Let 
the water cook so slowiy that there 


is no active boiling during the 


whole period of three to three and | 


a half hours. 
Seasoning Important. 

Seasonings for the stew are a bit 
more elusive but not difficult to 
achieve. A clove or two, one bay 
leaf, a teaspoon of Worcestershire 
sauce, a very little onion, a table- 
spoon of catsup, all vary and en- 
hance the flavor. 

Perhaps yours is one of the fam- 
ilies that prefer vegetables in the 
stew. Make your own selection 
from the potato, carrots, peas, to- 
matoes, onions, turnips, celery, etc., 
now available, but by all means 
leave them in large enough pieces 
(even whole), so that they retain 
their shape and cook them in the 
stew just long enough to allow ten- 
dering. 

Dumplings, another favorite, have 
their tricks of preparation, too. 
Drop them onto the meat rather 
than into the gravy, and leave the 
cover on the kettle during the full 


/15 minutes of cooking. But whether 


you make beef stew with vegetables 
or dumplings— make enough, for 
appetites are going to be good.

Beef Stew With Vegetables.

PEACH JELLY FOR THOSE

The last peaches are on the mar- 
ket now and if you have a yearn- 
ing for peach jelly you would bet- 
ter take advantage of them. 

Peach Jelly. 

Three cups peach juice. 

Six and one-half cups sugar. 

One bottle pectin. 

To prepare juice, remove pits 
from about three and one-half 
pounds fully ripe peaches. Do not 
peel but crush or mash peaches, 
add one-half cup of water and bring 
to a boil, cover and simmer for five 
minutes. Place in a jelly bag and 
allow to drip. Measure sugar and 
juice into a saucepan and mix. 
Bring to a boil, add pectin and stir 
constantly. Let boil for about one- 
half or one minute, remove from 
fire, skim, pour quickly into glass- 
es and cover with paraffin. This 
amount makes about nine glasses. 


CHOCOLATE SAUCE 


Three squares bitter chocolate.

War Teaches Country to 
Sell Own Farm Products 
Hitherto Shut Off From 


Home Markets. 


By the Associated Press. 
LA PAZ, Bolivia, Sept. 27.— 


Munching white bread again after a 
regimen of war-time substitutes, 


Bolivia is drafting ambitious recon- 
structive projects, including a 200- 
mile canal at an altitude 12,000 feet 
above sea level. 

Since the three-year war with 
Paraguay over the Gran Chaco re- 
gion ended by armistice in June, 
President Tejada Sorzano and his 
advisers have drawn up a “new 
deal” program which, if carried out, 
will transform Bolivia’s ecenomic 
face. It includes: 

Canalization of the Rio Desagua- 
dero from Oruro, lofty South Ameri- 
can tin capital, for 200 miles to 
Lake Titicaca, to enable ore ship- 
ments to the world’s highest navi- 
gable lake and export by way of 
Peruvian railways. 

Power and Rails Planned. 

A vast hydro-electric and irriga- 
tion project to harness the waters 
of Titicaca, altitude 12,500 feet, 
supply energy for a great section 
of the Bolivian plateau, and pump 
water to irrigate the surrounding 
country for growing wheat and 
other cereals which Bolivia now im- 
ports. . 

Railroads from the plateau bring 
the oil and agricultural produce /of 
the eastern lowlands to the moun- 
tain mining. region, where most of 
Bolivia’s buying power is concen- 
trated.

Bolivia's financial situation may 
permit an immediate start on only 
a few of the works, but the whole 
program is d eventually to 
take definite shape. The war taught 
Bolivia an economic lesson—she has 
been buying great supplies of sta- 
ples while her own agricultural 
products have been shut off from 
home markets by lack of communi- 
cations. 


- Highest Canal Project. 

Digging of the world’s highest ca- 
mal and extension of the plateau 
railroads down through the Yungas, 
sub-tropical valleys notched in the 
eastern slope of the Andes, to the 
lowland farm and oil regions to the 
east probably will be done by Gov- 
ernment effort. 

The Lake Titicaca power project, 
however, is to be developed by Mau- 
ticio Hochschild, capitalist with 
wide interests in Bolivia, under a 
Government concession, President 
Tejada Sorzano in a recent press 
conference said that he expected 
the project to develop 100,000 horse- 
power, enough energy to run all the 
Bolivian railways. 

More than $25,000,000 will be need- 

- @d to build the electric. power works, 
which will pump water from the 
lake to the precipice of Serata 
Mountain for conversion into en- 
ergy. Under'the Government’s plan, 
the Hochschild interests will have 
five years to build the plant. 

The American Grace company, 
with shipping and other interests 
on the Pacific Coast, is projecting 
a pumping system to utilize the 
lake for irrigation, President Tejada 
Sorzano revealed. 

Lowlands Seek Railroads. 

While the plateau follows these 
projects with eagerness, attention 
of the lowland country to the east 
and north is centered on the rail- 
road plans. 

Under one project, it is hoped 
that a railway will extend from La 
Paz, through the Yungas, to the 
northern province of Beni, rich in 
tropical fruits, timber, rubber, nuts 
and oils. 

Another project would carry the 
Potosi railway line eastward to the 
old capital of Sucre, then down the 
Andean slopes to the lowland coun- 
try, through rich cattle land, clear 
to the oil region of Camiri near the 
western edge of the Chaco. 

All this will take millions, but Dr. 
Tejada Sorzano proposes to start 
by building roadbeds which can be 
used by motor trucks until the rails 

can be laid.

MONROE DOCTRINE IDEA 


Buenos Aires Newspaper, La 
Nacion, Says Briton’s Plan 
Would Be Futile. 


| By the Associated Press. 


BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 27.—Sir 
Norman Angell’s suggestion that a 
Monroe Doctrine for Africa would 


be desirable for the Dark Continent 


hasn’t brought resounding cheers 


in South American countries, most 


| of which have long been sniping at 


the original doctrine. 

In commenting on the Monroe 
Doctrine the Buenos Aires news- 
paper La Nacion asserts, following 
the lines of Argentine newspaper 


| opinions over many years, that the 


| 
| 


doctrine is “ingenuous” and hag 
had little effect on Latin-American 
nations. A Monroe Doctrine for 
Africa would have as little mean- 
ing for the Africans as the original 
Monroe Doctrine had for Latin 
Americans. 

“What the peoples of Hispanic 
America cannot allow to circulate 
without protest,” said La Nacion, 
“is the legend which is echoed by 
Sir Norman Angell and Gen. 
Smuts,” the latter having urged a 
policy of “Africa for the Africans.” 

“It is not true,” the newspaper 
continued, “that the Monroe Doc- 
trine, which Bismarck called (‘an 
international impertinence’ and 
which in Geneva was falsely de- 
scribed as ‘a regional accord,’ has 
produced results which some peo- 
ple attribute to it. 

“The honor of having opposed the 
plans, more theoretical than realiz- 
able, attributed to the holy  alli- 
colonies, belongs not to Monroe but 
to the British statesman George 
Canning. The independence of 
these peoples was achieved through 
the effort of their sons, without the 
protection of the United States. And 
when the European Powers have 
intervened in America, the Monroe 
Doctrine has not made itself effec- 
tive. 

“It did not impede, in 1833, the 
British occupation of the Falkland 
Islands. In 1835 it was no obstacle 
against British possession of a part 
of Honduras. In 1850, when the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty was signed 
between the United States and the 
United Kingdom, the former not 
only failed to oppose the Nicaragua 
canal project of the latter, but as- 
sociated itself with it. In the same 
year the United States aided the 
British and French mediation in 
the war between Haiti and Santo 
Domingo. 

“In 1861 the United States saw 
without protest the annexation of 
Santo Domingo by Spain. In 1864 
the United States did nothing in the 
face of the greatest violation that 
the Monroe Doctrine has suffered, 
the invasion of Mexico by a French 
army, just as it did not move a sin- 
gle man the same year when Spain 
took the Chinchas Islands from 
Peru. In 1866, when a Spanish 
fleet bombarded Valparaiso, it 
showed the same apathy, and in 
1897 Washington refused to inter- 
vene when Germany threatened 
military action in Haiti.”

The other day I sat behind a play- 
er who had the following trump 
suit: 


He led the jack from dummy and 
finessed by playing low. It lost to

APPENDIX 
Wherein a Digest of the Share Our 
Wealth Legislation is Contained. 
LIMITATIONS ON FORTUNES 
(Minimum and Maximum.) 
Redistribution of Wealth. 

Congress provided that as a mat- 
ter of national policy necessary for 
the preservation of the nation and 
its defense against foreign foes that 
the United States declare it against 
public policy for any family to have 
less than the comforts of home and 
of life, free of debt, and equal to 
at least the value of one-third the 
average American family wealth, 
that in order to guarantee such 
comforts and necessities of life to 
all people, it was necessary that 
some reasonable limit be placed on 
the wealth which one person might 
own; and, accordingly, Congress de- 
clared that it was against the pub- 
lic policy of the United States for 
any one person to possess wealth in 
excess of one hundred timés the 
average family fortune. 

To bring about the redistribution 
of wealth, not only to give the com- 
forts of home to the people, but to 
provide some of the revenue needed 
for expansion and improvements in 
the United States, Congress im- 
posed a capital levy tax to be levied 
every year on every fortune in the 
nation as follows: 

(a) On all wealth owned by a per- 
son from ic up to One Million Dol- 
lars, no capital tax levy, it being the 
policy of the law that for one to 
own up to a million dollars does no 
injury to the balance of the people 
having comforts of life. 

(b) On all wealth which one owns 
above One Million Dollars and up to 
Two Million Dollars, a capital levy 
tax of 1 per cent on the second mil- 
lion only. 

(c) On all wealth which one 
owns above Two Million Dollars 
and up to Three Million Dollars, a 
capital levy tax of 2 per cent on 
the third million. 

(d) On all wealth which one owns 
above Three Million Dollars and up 
to Four Million Dollars, a tax of 4 


(i) On all wealth which one owns 
above Eight Million Dollars, a tax 
of 99 per cent. 

Calculated by simple arithmetic 
the foregoing table meant that all 
fortunes would generally fall to a 
maximum limit of around Five Mil- 
lion Dollars to the person the first 
or second year, put gradually there- 
after, the capitAl tax, being levied 
year after year, would reduce the 
largest fortune to frqm one to two 
millions of dollars. 

Inasmuch as large quantities of 
properties could not be converted 
into cash to make an immediate 
payment, the person taxed was per- 
mitted to turn over property or 
cash in payment of the tax and 
was also allowed to pay the tax in 
installments. 

‘The money and wealth thus 
raised for the Government, under 
the surveys and plans arranged, 
was used first to supply the com- 
forts of home and life to the 
masses up to a value equal to one- 
third of the average family wealth. 
The Congress provided that in 
order to make such distribution of 
the properties turned into the 
United States in payment of the 
capital levy tax, that the Govern- 
ment should have the right to sell 
property, to transfer and exchange 
it for other property. to issue cur- 
rency to be retired from sale and 
disposition of the government’s 
properties, along the lines as fol- 
lowed in the Federal Land Bank 
financing. 

It being determined that each 
family should have a home and 
comforts for life, the acts of Con- 
gress provided that such a home 
should not be sold by the owners 
unless the State should consent to 
such sale, and that the proceeds 
from such sale should be impound- | 
ed, only to be used for the purchase 
of another homestead. The rules 
set up to protect the ownership of 
homes and comforts for life in sev- 
eral states were largely followed in 
preparing this legislation.

The 
richer the experience the greater 
the values. 


Children in the lower grades must 
learn to call words accurately, to 
learn how to get at the pronuncia- 
tion of new words. These are the 
first steps. Along with them we 
try to help the children to get 
meaning out of their word calling 
by letting them have _§ stories to 
practice on. Children experience 
things that are about them, so 
names are good words to _ start 
with. They experience people and 
animals after things, so they must 
have a place. Then come the words 
that tell about doing, and these, 
too, find a place in the stories. A 
good story of beginning readers 
then has to do with people, animals 
and things in action, Pictures help 
to give meaning to the words, so 
the readers must ‘have good pic- 
tures, 


For the first three years the 
children learn to read and the 
technique is in the foreground. 
After that we begin insisting upon 
the child’s getting much more 
meaning out of his reading, and 
that side of reading, its true rea- 
son, becomes more and more im- 
portant, takes up more and more 
of the reading lessons until the 
pupil is an independent reader who 
reads for instruction, information 
fand pleasure. That means he is 
well on his way toward self-educa- 
tion. 


It is usual for children who go 
to school to read readily enough 
what the teacher gives them. When 
a child fails to learn to read it ig 
an indication of some basic dif- 
ficulty and should be a call for im- 
mediate help. The first thing to 
do is to test the child’s vision. Ex- 
amine nose and throat and mouth 
and test speech power’ generally. 
After that if the difficulty still re- 
mains, search the brain centers for 
the trouble. 


This work is not the work of the 
classroom teacher, but that of the 
skilled specialist trained for the 
work. It is a mistake to drill a 
child who has deficiency in reading 
until the tests have been made and 
the directions received from the ex- 
pert. Saying a word louder and 
louder and over and over will not 
help a child who has a basic read- 
ing defect. It wastes his time and

Of Scholarship and Behavior

But each 
problem is an actual one, observed 
by some member of the class in the 
school rooms where she is serving 
her half-year apprenticeship to ex- 
perienced teachers. 

The class is under the direction 
of Katharine M. Byrne, acting pri- 
mary supervisor of the St. Louis 
Public Schools, who guides the dis- 
cussions and contributes short lec- 
tures on questions which long years 
of experience have taught her will 
confront the young women of her 


class at some time or other during 
their teaching careers. A soft- 
spoken woman, Katharine Byrne, 


pass— 

There were words decent people 
didn’t use—thoughts decent people 
didn’t think—acts they didn’t per- 
mit in their presence. Foul- 
mouthed fools, creatures without 
standards or refinement — WE 


enlivens her lectures with incidents 
of her own experience, encourages 
the apprentices to contribute their 
own ideas on various questions, and 
crowds a tremendous amount of in- 
formation into one of these lectur2- 


At one Monday afternoon session 
an apprentice raised the question 
of competition in the school room. 
After listening to various ideas ad- 
vanced by other members of the 
class, Miss Byrne contributed her 
thoughts on the subject. 


“I believe,” she said, “that com- 
petition is a very good thing, but 
it is much better to have a child 
work against his own record than 
against another child. It is bet- 
ter to say to a child, ‘You did this 
yesterday. Now, can you do bet- 
ter today?’ than to encourage di- 
rect competition with another 
child. After all, you must always 
think of what the effect will be on 
the child who loses. In some chil- 
dren, losing aggravates a sense of 
inferiority and so it is better to 
make each child his own competi- 
tor by encouraging him to work 
for betterment of his previous rec- 
ord.” 

Speaking of how differently chil- 
dren react to competition hed Miss 
Byrne to talk of the teacher’s re- 
sponsibility to study each child as 
an individual. She emphasized the 
fact that it is the teacher’s duty 
to see that each child’s accomplish- 
ments are in direct ratio to his 
ability and that if the child is not 
making the proper progress, it is 
the teacher’s obligation to ferret 
out the reason. 


“There are many angles to this 
particular question,’ Miss Byrne 


pointed out. “Among other things, 
it may be a physical defect that is 
retarding the pupil’s progress. I re- 
member one boy who had diffi- 
culty with certain letters. He was 
not just careless; I knew that. I 
finally discovered that he had a 
sight defect and in all probability 
it would have been some time be- 
fore his parents would have dis- 
covered the fact. Often you find 
a child who is inattentive; that 
may be directly traceable to a 
hearing defect.” 

And Miss Byrne went on to point 
out that teachers have an oppor- 
tunity along this line that even 
parents are denied. She cited the 
case of a boy whose mother con- 
fided to-the teacher on the first 
day of school that no matter how 
much her young son was spanked, 
he simply would not obey. In just 
a few days the teacher discovered 
that the reason the youngster was 
often disobedient was because he 
did not hear what was said to him. 
His mother confessed that she had

never given that explanation a 
thought; she had just supposed 
that her son was deliberately dis- 
obedient. 

The mention of disobedience 
prompted a confession from one of 
the apprentices that she rather 
feared the problem of discipline in 
the upper grades, especially the re- 
sponsibility of disciplining the older 


boys.

with the remark that it was a 

thought which confronted many 
young women studying to be teach- 
ers and assured her that the solu- 
tion was quite simple. 

“A pupil who is sufficiently in- 
terested in his work rarely needs 
to be disciplined,” Miss Byrne in- 
formed her. “And if interest lags, 
it is up to the teacher to analyze 
the situation and provide a stimu- 
lus. It is only when interest in the 
work droops, that situations arise 
which call for discipline.. Children 
do not get into mischief when 
school work is made interesting 
enough to keep them sufficiently 
occupied. Let the child know just 
what you expect of him and usual- 
ly he will rise to the occasion and 
justify your expectations, but do not 
expect too much of him.” 

This last statement introduced 
the observation that many parents 
do not sense the limitations of their 
own children. They do not under- 
stand why young Johnny fails to 
be promoted when the boy next 
door completes the grade with fly- 
ing colors. Here the teacher must 
employ tact in conveying to the par- 
ent that, all things considered, it 
would be much better for Johnny 
to repeat a grade. Under no con- 
sideration must she compare John- 
ny’s intelligence quotient with that 
of the boy next door.

observed. “I remember one case 
where a mother came to me for an 
explanation. I reasoned with her, 
asked her if she realized just how 
many days her little girl had been 
absent during the _ term. She 
guessed at the number, and would 
hardly believe it when I told her 
it was double that number. I pro- 
duced the record and after a little 
talk she agreed with me that it 
would be better for her daughter 
to repeat the grade than to go on 
to the next unprepared. Changing 
schools, necessitated by the family 
moving from one district to an- 
other, retards the child, too, and 
where these factors enter into the 
situation the parent must be made 
to understand that he or she is do- 
ing an injustice to the child by 
blaming him for a failure that is in 
no wise his fault.” 

One of the members of the class 
advanced the suggestion, and was 
complimented on it by Miss Byrne, 
that the apprentice teacher could 
be gaining valuable experience dur- 
ing her apprenticeship by studying 
the record of each child in the room 
to which she happens to be _ as- 
signed. And here Miss Byrne em- 
phasized- the value of such records 
and also reminded the apprentices 
that information on these records 
must never be disclosed, except to 
the child’s parents.

OFFERED BRITAIN 


Communique Says Musso- 
lini Has ‘‘No Immediate 
or Remote Aims Which 
Could Injure British In- 


terests.””

ROME, Sept. 28.—Premier Musso- 
lini's Cabinet today approved tem- 


porary loyalty to the League 


toward Great Britain. 


The Ministers decided Italy 
would not abandon the League until 
the League itself assumed full re- 
sponsibility for measures against 


Italy, and then deciared: 


“Italy's policy has no immediate 
or remote aims which could injure 


Great Britain’s interests.” 


The Government, a Cabinet com- 
munique disclosed, “has communi- 
eated to Great Britain its readiness 
to negotiate for further accords 
which would harmonize with the 
legitimate interests of Great Britain 


in East Africa.” 


The Cabinet said that the pro- 
posals advanced by the League of 
Nations Committee of Five for a 

settlement “took no ac- 
count of Italy’s necessities for ex- 
pansion and security, and ignored 
completely all treaties which at dif- 
ferent times, from 1889 to 1906 and 
1926, recognize the priority of Ital- 


ian interests in Ethiopia.” 
Text of Communique. 
The text of the Cabinet commu- 


nique follows: 

Il Duce gave an ample report of 
developments in the situation since 
the last Cabinet meeting. All men 
of good faith in this world have 
recognized Italy’s right in rejecting 
suggestions by the (League) com- 
mittee of five. 


The proposals advanced not only 


took no account of Italy’s necessi- 
ties for expansion and security but 
completely ignored all treaties which 
at different times, from 1889 to 
1906 and 1925, have recognized the 
priority of Italy’s interest in Ethi- 
Opia. 

' The Italian Government will not 
take any initiative in a field or in 
surroundings where its rights preju- 
dically are not recognized. 


On the other hand, while the 


League of Nations locks itself in 
formal labyrinths of procedure, Eth- 
lopia has completed in these days 
mobilization of all her forces with 
the intention as declared by Ras’ 
(Emperor Haile Selassie) to attack | 
Italy’s colonial frontiers. | 
The announcément made by the | 
Negus at Geneva about having or- 
dered a 30-kilometer withdrawal of 
troops absolutely cannot be taken 
seriously by the Italian Govern- 
ment or by any government worthy 
of such a name. Such an expedient 
has a strategic purpose; not a paci- 
fic one—to better conceal prepara- 
tions in the interior and entrench 
troops in more reliable positions. 


Owing to this situation the depar- 


ture of our divisions has assumed 
considerable accelerated rhythm in 
the last few days.
